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The Jewish High Holidays are 
over. Services were held at Tem- 
ple Shalom in North Wilmington. 

For the Jewish people the High 
Holidays are both a period of 
repentance and a period of rejoic- 
ing. The overall view is, of course, 
in the Jewish tradition, and to 
those who observe the Christian 
religious faiths there is a marked 
difference in the approach to the 
services. 

Services in a Christian church 
are more solemn than in a Jewish 
place of worship. There are vary- 
ing degrees, as there are varying 
places of worship - from the old 
Orthodox to the modern Reform. 

In all instances there is room for 
socializing with one’s friends dur- 
ing the services, in a manner that 
is not to be seen in Christian ser- 
vices, and hence is not to be un- 
derstood by some. Jews engage in 
conversation - not whispered, brief 
exchanges, but conversation, dur- 
ing their services, and stop only 
when an appropriate time has 
come to engage in a prayer or song 
with the Rabbi or Cantor. 

Most of the service is the 
business of the Rabbi or Cantor. 

It is also to be remarked that the 
tonal scale is not that of the 
civilization of today, but that of the 
Near East, dating back over the 
centuries. Instead of eight notes 
and appropriate half notes in the 
music scale there are seven. To 
the ear educated to Christian 
music there is a distinct difference 
in tone. But it is pleasing, once one 
is accustomed to it 

No Jewish services are held un- 
less there are 10 males present. 
And, of course, the males wear a 
hat or the little “beanie cap called 
the Yamulka, and the ancient 
Prayer Shawls. 

That 10 males present has, over 
the years, caused difficulties for 
the Jewish families who attend 
Temple Shalom in Wilmington. 

It was, originally, a Synagogue - 
Orthodox, founded in 1917 by some 
Russian Jews who were living in 
Wilmington and Tewksbury. 

The Synagogue never really 
prospered, and in the period of 
about World War II some of the 
younger families broke away, to 
form another Jewish organization 
which was Reform in attitude. 

In a Synagogue all services are 
in Jewish. In a Reform Temple 
most of the services are in 
English, with some in Jewish. 
Thaf is a simplistic explanation, 
and it slides over many of the 
points that could be discussed. 

The result of having two places 
of worship for people of the Jewish 
faith in this area meant, frequent- 
ly, that there were not enough men 
present at either place for ser- 
vices. Gradually the two groups 
got together. 

They did reunite, a few years 
ago. Today it is Temple Shalom. 
Much of the service is in Sead 
but English is the 1 e of the 
worshipers.

It is a joyous celebration, which 
starts with a procession of three 
male Jews, carrying the Torah, or 
sacred scrolls about the Temple. 

The Torah is written im scrolls, 
and unrolls as one reads it, as did 
for instance, the manuscripts of 
ancient Greece. It is always kept 
in a locker in back of the Altar of 
the Synagogue or Temple, and to 
exhibit the Torah is to imstitute a 
period of rejoicing. If possible the 
carrying of the Torah is im the 
hands of the older men of the Tem- 
ple.
